We Aren' t Mad At Anyone 


We don’t know if they still teach kids th at 
foreig n p olicy in this country is m ade by the 
p eop le, them selves. It h asn’t alw ay s been 
tru e, and it was hard for kids to under­ 
stand, but it ceared up a p oint that dip lo­ 


m ats m iss. 
T he trouble with the dip lom ats is that they 
g et so involved in their techniques they for­ 
g et their p rincip les. Som etim es they m isre­ 
p resent the p eop le they are working for—not 
maliciously but stup idly . 
When they m ake dirty little deals to p ull 
tie rug from under som eone, they certainly 
a re not carry ing out the will of the p eop le. 
They w ere not carry ing it out when they 
p lay ed footsie with F ranco of Sp ain, for ex ­ 
am p le, or with Tito of Y ug oslavia. Much of 
w hat has been done in Latin A m erica and 
the M iddle E ast w as contrary to the m ain 
c u rrent of p op ular op inion in the United 
States. 
The A m erican p eop le have no intrig ue in 
them . They do not like the idea of p lay ing 
both ends ag ainst the m iddle. It is foreig n 
to them to say one thing and m ean another. 
And that is why , when foreig n p olicy is on 
the up and up , the State D ep artm ent and 
the W hite House reflect the will of the p eop le. 
If there w ere no other reason, p artisan 
p olitics itself could account for the close re­ 
lationship ; foreig n p olicy is a p olitical asset 


when it’s p op ular. 


BUT T H ER E also is a feeling ex p ressed 
throug h foreig n p olicy when it is truly rep re­ 
sentative — the g ood will of the A m erican 


p eop le. 
We think this is the feeling President E i­ 
senhow er is try ing to carry abroad with him 
on his tour. 
The g ood will of the A m erican p eop le has 
becom e for all p ractical p urp oses the foreig n 
p olicy of the U nited States under his p ersonal 


direction. 
We a ren’t m ad at any one — not even p eop le 
who say they are m ad at us. We feel sorry 
and sad about the ig norance and m alice th at 
m ake bad will a useful im p lem ent for som e 
p oliticians, but we cannot feel ang ry about 
the foolish p eop le they m islead. 
T here isn’t a p lace on earth w here an 
A m erican who knows how to behave him self 
could not ex p ress friendship and elicit friend­ 
ship on a p erson-to-p erson basis. Gone for­ 
ever, thanks to two World W ars, is dark fear 
of the unknown. T here are no unknowns for 
A m ericans any m ore. We have seen every ­ 
body there is to see and g one every w here 


there is to g o. 


W ENDELL W ILLKIE, a losing p residential 
candidate who settled for “ One W orld” as a 
consolation p rize, broke the ba rrie r th at m ade 
it p ossible for A m ericans to believe they dis­ 
liked w hat they didn’t know. They do not 
dislike any thing p er se; they dislike only 
w hat 
threatens 
them . 
It never will g et throug h the heads of som e 
of the Com m unist consp irators, but A m eri­ 
cans do not even dislike Com m unism , as 
long as it does not ohreaten them . They would 
be hap p y to settle for a live-and-let-live sy s­ 
tem , but the consp iratorial p oliticians at the 
center of Com m unism don’t dare to think 
th at way . With no bog ey m an to fig ht and 
fum e ag ainst, they would be lost. 
We aren’t m ad at any one . . . 
T h at’s the m essag e P resident E isenhow er 
is carry ing . It’s authentic. No p rim e m inister, 
no foreig n m inister, can say , “ Yes, but how 
do we know y our p eop le feel the sam e w ay ?’* 
When an A m erican p resident say s his coun­ 
try isn’t m ad at any one, he is talking for 
all its citizens. T hat’s m ore than can be said 
about the self-desig nated sp okesm en who say 
th eir country is m ad at every one.

Nobel L aureate H arold C. Urey 
claim s that, 
som e 
three billion 
y ears ag o, an object sm ashed into 
the moon with a force equal to 
m ore 
than 
400 
billion 
atom ic 
bombs. The object’s m ass was 1% 
trillion tons. 
The noted m iclear chem ist say s 
th at it was the clim ax of a c ata ­ 
cly sm ic bom bardm ent of the moon 
— and p ossibly of the earth — and 
that the crash p robably was the 
m ost sig nificant event in the his­ 
tory of this corner of the universe. 
The 
object 
ap p arently 
w as 
a 
m em ber of the earth-m oon sy stem , 
p erhap s a second moon and was 
ap p rox im ately 
200 
m iles 
in 
di- 
aeter and com p osed of som ething 
like an iron-nickel alloy . It m ade a 
g lancing hit at a sp eed of about 
Ib b m iles 
second. 
This is the m ost p lausible ex ­ 
p lanation of the surface structure 
of the e a rth ’s cold satellite, ac­ 
cording to Dr. U rey , who rep orted 
his theory to a recent Arm y con­ 
ference on m aterials in sp ace. 


THE OBJECT m ade a g reat g ash 
in the m oon’s surface and p loug hed 
1 throug h the surface rocks for m any 
m iles, throw ing up g reat ridg es on 
each side of its p ath, he say s. 
Both the object itself and the 
m oon’s surface rocks w ere sm ash­ 
ed into frag m enst by the im p act. 
The g reat chunks of rock fell back 
to form m ountain rang es — the 
lunar Alp s and lunar Ap p enines. 
This sp ecific im p act, according 
to Dr. U rey , w as resp onsible for 
one of the m ost consp icuous fea­ 
tures of the side of the moon fac­ 
ing the e arth — the so-called M are 
Im brium or “ D ark Sea” — which 
covers thousands of square m iles 
in the northeast corner of the lunar 
disk. 
The M are Im brium is the larg ­ 
est of the m oon’s “ seas,” dark, 
relatively level a reas observed on 
the face of the disk. 
When first seen it was assum ed 
that they w ere oceans sim ilar to 
terrestria l oceans. This, in the lig ht 
or p resent knowledg e, obviously is 
im p ossible/ W ater could not ex ist 
on the satellite. 
A frequently advanced ex p lana­ 
tion is th at they are lava flows 
from g reat volcanic erup tions but 
this, also, D r. U rey p oints out, is 
im p ossible considering the p hy sical 
com p osition of the moon. It m ay , 
how ever, ex p lain s o m e of the 
sm aller “ sea s.” 
D r. U rey stresses in his rep ort 
th at M are Im brium is only one of 
these “ moon seas.” Most of them , 
he holds, w ere due to sim ilar col­ 
lisions, som e earlier and som e lat­ 
er than the im p act 
of the 
1 ^ - 
trillion - ton object which resulted 
in the m ajo r feature. 
P erhap s all w ere due to p arts of 
the sam e orig inal m ass. 
That som e seas are older than 


M are Im brium , he p oints out, is 
shown by the fact that their walls 
are scarred by frag m ents from the 
Im brium collision and others have 
m ountainous 
m asses 
which 
are 
p arts of its debris. 


HOW DID THE EARTH escap e 
this bom bardm ent which m ay have 
continued 
f o r 
several 
million 
y ears? It p robably didn’t. 
“ E vidently ,” rep orts Dr. U rey , 
“ all these collisions w ere p art ol 
a sing le series of events. 
Some c raters 1 due to sm aller col­ 
lisions) w ere form ed, then a " s e a '

" se a s” covered the entire surface 
of the moon densely enoug h to have 
com p letely broken up its surface 
rocks. 
“ If the moon was near the earth 
while 
this 
hap p ened, 
the earth 
should have been bom barded m ore 
intensely than the moon because of 
the g reater energ y of objects arriv. 
ing at the earth. 
Furtherm ore, the e arth with its 
g reater g ravitational field would 
have had a larg er effective colli­ 
sion radius than the moon and 
hence m ore objects would fall p er 
unit tim e. 
“ Such 
a 
bom bardm ent 
would 
■ have destroy ed all the terrestrial 
sedim entary 
record. 
The 
oldest 
sedim en ary rocks which have been 
reliably dated are about three bil­ 
lion y ears old. 
P erhap s this bom bardm ent oc- 
cured betw een 4Vs billion and three 
billion y ears 
ag o. 
This 
is long 
enoug h in the p ast so th at one won­ 
ders w hether what we see on the 
m oon is not a record of the last 
p hases of the form ation of 
both 
earth and m oon.” 
A p p arently valid arg um ents have 
been advanced, he say s, that the 
“ seas” now consist of g reat areas 
of thick dust. 
“ If,” 
he 
sy s, 
“ the 
Im brium 
P lanetesim al (a m eteorlike object) 
w ere sp read uniformly over the 
m oon’s surface, it would m ake a 
lay er 110 m eters deep and, if it 
contained one p er cent of w ater by 
weig ht, would hold sufficient w ater 
to cover the moon to have a dep th 
of 3.9 m eters. 


“ The other larg e p lanetesim als 
would 
h a v e 
sup p lied 
sim ilar 
am ounts of m aterials. They would 
ex p lode if they fell with as little as 
th e escap e velocity of the moon. 
H ere is a p lausible ex p lanation for 
the distribution of dust over the 
m oon’s surface. 


“ A fter each larg e collision, p er­ 
hap s, a g reat cloud of dust and 
w ater vap or rose above the moon. 
The dust settled out. The w ater fell 
as rain, washed the dust from the 
m ountain p eaks into low p laces and 
sank into the dust and crevices, 
hy drating the silicate rocks and 
disap p earing .”
